New York, November 20.—(#)— 
With four. high-pricedsissues skyrock- 
eting $35 to $50 a share, and at least 
50 others climbing $1 to $10 a share 
to new high records, Wall street today 
witnessed the wildest stock market in 
its history. The violence of the ad- 
vance scared many small traders and 
investors into liquidating their stocks, 
with the result that many of the gains 
were cut down, and a number of is- 
sues showed losses of $1 to $5 a share. 

Total sales set a new high record 
at 6,811,900 shares, which contrasts 
‘with the previous record of 6,714,000 
established last Friday. ' 

Orders poured into the market in 
such gigantic volume that the ticker 
ran from 30 to 100 minutes behind 
the market during the greater part 
of the day, the usual last minute rush 


of orders delaying the printing of the 
final transactions until two hours and 


forty-two minutes after the market 
closed, the longest delay on record. 
Forced by the thousands of com- 
plaints against the present service and 
the widespread confusion caused in 
brokerage houses throughout the coun- 
try to take drastic action, officials of 
the exchange today decided to drop all 
sales volume from the tape, except for 
a few minutes after the opening, be- 
pe Se A Thursday.

Nothing Ever. Done to 
Stop Flow of Water, Sa- 
loon Mate, Waiter Re- 
veal at Inquiry. 


New York, November 20.—(4)—A 
saloon mate and a waiter from the 
crew of the steamer Vestris testified 
today at the federal inquiry into the 
sinking of the ship with the loss of 
more than 100 lives that it always 
leaked at ports and doors when there 
was heavy weather, and that nothing 
was ever done about stopping the flow 


of water. 

Previous witnesses have testified 
that on its last trip sea water poured 
into the Vestris through these ports 
and doors so. fast that the combined 
efforts of the steam pumps and bucket 
brigades of seamen could not keep up 
with it, 

The testimony of the saloon mate 
and waiter came only an hour or two 
after two inspectors of the United 
States steamboat inspections service 
of the department of commerce had 
testified at a separate inquiry going 
forward in the customs house that 
they had inspected the Vestris a few 
days before it sailed and found it sea- 
worthy in all respects. 

The inspector of bulls mentioned in 
particular the ports and doors through 
which other persons say the sea pour- 
ed in streams, and said he had found 
them fit. 

Defects Reported. 

One of today’s witnesses who told 
of the leakage, which both asserted 
was customary. whenever the ship 
struck a storm, said he had reported 
the defects in writing, telling the land 
officials of the line that the ports and 
doors needed to be rerubbered.

IN DEFINITE FASHION 


Director of Aeronautics 
Makes Comprehensive 
Report. 


Washington, November 20.—A phe- 
nomenal record of progress in all 
branches of American aviation is re 
vealed in the annual report of Major 
Clarence M. Young, director of the 
aeronautics branch of the department 
of commerce, which was made public 
today. The growth of aiz commerce 


and the air craft industry of the Unit- 
ed States, Major Young believes, is 
due in no small measure to the strict 
enforcement of federal regulations 
which has inspired public confidence 
in the safety of air transport. 

During 1927 American factories pro- 
duced nearly 2,000 aircraft having a 
total value of $14,250,000 as compared 
with less than 1,200 valued at $8,870,- 
000 during the preceding year, Ex- 
ports of air craft and parts during 
1927 amounted to nearly $2,000,000, 
an increase of approximately 85 per 
cent over 1926. During the first half 
of the current year our total] sales in 
foreign markets of aircraft products 
were 38 per cent greater than the en- 
tire shipments of last year. 

Air-transport, Major Young de- 
clares, has now attained a definite 
place in the economic scheme of trans- 
portation. The established airway 
system is the backbone of our commer- 
cial aviation, although operations over 
this netwok form only one-tenth of 
all civil flving. These routes now 
miles on which 27,817 
Of these, 16,- | 
386 miles are under mail contract, 
and 200 mail planes fly 23,224 miles 
daily over these routes. There are 
now 5,880 miles lighted, 1,800 miles 
under contract for night flying, and 
3.308 additional miles considered for 
lighting during the fiscal year 1929. 
The cities actually connected by the 
routes at the close of the fiscal year 
numbered 88, the trading areas served 
containing 80 million people. By 
the close of the current fiscal year it 
is believed that almost all of the larg- 
er cities and many of the middle-sized 
communities will be connected by air 
routes and that smaller feeder lines 
will serve many outlying cities. 

Contact During Flight. 

Communication to aircraft in flight 
along the transcontinental route, the 
report states, will be available with- 
in a short time.

Forty Inspectors in Field. 

In order to pass on the qualifica- | 
tions of these applicants, the bureau 
maintains 40 inspectors in the field. As 
the work of these inspectors is almost 
entirely at airports, official airplanes 
ean be utilized with great saving of 
time and corresponding increase of ef- 
ficiency. Unfortunately, the report 
shows there are but 14 planes of mod- 
ern design available for their use. 
Funds are available for the purchase 
of five more but even with this addi- 
tional number of airplanes the total 
will be about one-third of the number 
essential to the most efficient per- 
formance of inspection duties. 

Referring to the enforcement of reg- 
ulations the report shows that during 
the past fiscal year there were 224 
violations. resulting in 65 assessments 
of the civil penalty, 121 reprimands, 22 
suspensions, 2 revocations, and 5 de- 
nials of licenses. The violations con- 
sisted of acrobatics over prohibited 
areas, flying low over congested areas, 
flying licensed aircraft with no identi- 
fication numbers displayed and flying 
without navigation lights. 

Among the interesting developments 
of the past fiscal year cited by Major 
Young in his report was the creation of 
an accident board within his organiza- 
tion to investigate all civil aircraft 
accidents with the view to determin- 
ing and eliminating their causes. This 
board is composed of two experienced 
pilots, a flight surgeon, a lawyer 
versed in air law and an aeronautical 
engineer. A careful analysis of acci- 
dents is made and a percentage valua- 
tion assigned to contributory causes, 
This method, it is declared, will pro- 
vide statistics to show the exact causes 
of accidents and point the way to their 
elimination. It will also provide a 
valuable index to those portions of the 
air commerce regulations regarding 
both personne! and material that may 
be unnecessarily severe, or where high- 
er safety standards are requisite and 
more exacting a specific regulations

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Barrett Recounts History of | 


" Organization in His 
Address. 


Denver, Colo., November 20.—(#) 
Charles S. Barrett, for the past 22 
years president of the Farmers’ Edu- 
cational and Cooperative Union of 


America, today said in an address pre-} 
pared for delivery before the body f 


he heads that “my decision to retire 
is ,irreyocable.” - 

Mr. Barrett, a resident of Union 
City, Ga. called upon the 
to continue their demonstrations of 
faith and loyalty to the organization. 
A report of his stewardship over 
the long period he bas served the union 
contain an. observation. that the 
American farmers ate “the most glo- 
rious people on God's fotstool.” 

Continuing, Mr. Barrett said: 

“The same guiding spirit which has 
hovered over this human ex on 
of righteous hope and effort since the 
first call to the ranks a quarter o 
a century ago, remains to inspire and 
ead you, as always, for the good of 
the order, the service of humanity 
and this method of carrying out our 
organized purpose of the enthronement 
and cloner of the Golden Ryle. 

“Those of you gathered here as 
well as all the loyal hosts of farmers’ 
union men and women can well ap- 
preciate the spirit with which my de- 
cision to retire from your presidency 
is made. No man in the United States 
has enjoyed more at the hands of his 
friends and associates over a similar 

riod of time. A glorious chapter 

as been written into the record of hu- 
man relationships.” 

Mr. Barrett said the encouragement 
and counsel he is giving the union 
upon his retirement have been earned 
by the organization by its profession 
of faith, loyalty and trust over the 


years, 
Growth of Order, 

“Recall, if you please, the inception, 
growth and marvelous accomplish- 
ments of this organization. It trans- 
cends any similar achievements in the 
history of the world. It is a mir- 
acle in human endeavor. Banded to- 
gether through gravity of bitter need 
ged held together by the pressure of 

re necessity, a few men who sensed 
the idea of this organization have 
acted with courage, wisdom and devo- 
tion that were grounded on inspira- 
tion. A cross-roads conference grew 
into our great national organization. 
The roadway traveled is replete with 
landmarks of blasted hopes, bitterness 
of apparently fruitless sacrifices and 
finally triumphs of cooperation verita- 
bly growing out of the souls of men. 

*“‘“Remarkable as have been the ac- 
complishments of our organization in 
the building of colossal institutions 
and the services they are rendering, 
our greatest glory is to be found in 
the abiding faith and spirit of achieve- 
ment always moving in the hearts and 
minds of the men and women of the 
farmers’ union. They have placed 
the farmer before the world in an ex- 
alted light in human purpose and en- 
deavor.” 

The speaker, remarking that a quar- 
ter of a century has witnessed an ex- 
traordinary transition in farmers’ af- 
fairs, showed that the organization he 
leads fought its way to its present pin- 
nacle through a maize of inexperience, 
unblazed by anything but a “stern de- 
sire to change conditions.” He said 
that the farmers have invated the busi- 
ness marts successfully an din practi- 
cally every arena of commercial ac- 
tivity. Warehouses, banks doing a 
safe and satisfactory business, seats on 
the grain exchanges and other emolu- 
ments have come to farmers as a testi- 
monial of their endeavors under organ- 
ized leadership, Mr. Barrett claimed. 

Cooperative Efforts. 

“Our cooperative purchasés have as- 
sumed such vast proportions that we 
buy complete factory outputs of vari- 
ous supplies. Our coperative selling 
and buying reaches, if not exceeding, 
a volume of ote billion dollars annu- 
ally. More and more, our fatméfs are 
being converted to the idea of col- 
lective bargaining. Altogether, under 
the providence of God, the farmers’ 
union without hurt to any man, is a 
blessing to mankind, and I feel that 
its inflence for god has only fairly 
begun. 

“The record of the farmers’ union 
has proven the soundness and demon- 
strated the value of tne program. We 
have shown to the thinking farmers 
as well as the world around, that ours 
is the practical method of meeting the 
farm problem. Whatever may be our 
hopes «and theories, there is no escape 
from the stern fact that nobody but 
the farmer can solve the farm prob- 
lem; that he must do it by looking 
after his own business; that he must 
build marketing ‘and financial institu- 
tions and then that he must be loyal 
to them. must patronize them. When 
he handles a sufficient amount of his 
own products through his own agen- 


‘cies, he will not only be a factor but a 


controlling influence with power to 
dominate markets and make prices. It 
is all within the program and demon- 
strated in the practice of our organ- 
ization,” 

Honors of Position. 

Mr. Barrett said it had been his 
privilege to represent rural America 
on many important commissions, He 
mentioned his membership in the first 
country life commission, appointed by 
Theodore Roosevelt, the elder; his voy- 
age to the peace conference in Paris; 
his place in the disarmament confer- 
erce called by the late President Hard- 
ing; his contact with kings and rulers 
of various lands. 

“We have sensed abuses in govern- 
mental channels and stopped them. We 
have found unfair conditions sanction- 
ed by-law and forced correction. We 
have placed the heavy hand of approv- 
al on weak or unsatisfactory officials 
and retired them. We have carried 
the farmer's fight to the high places. 
The best evidence of our influence is 
the fact that practically no great pub- 
lie policy is adopted or even attempt- 
ed to be imposed; no vital matter in 
administrative or legislative consider- 
‘ation is given a decision without call- 
ing for the recommendations of our or- 


ization to bear upon the final ac- rs. Rafeegt 
tion We nt T hertiving is his wife Mrs. Hattie ~— 


tion. We stand in the light of de- 
served recognition,” the speaker said. 

Mr. Barrett pleaded with his hear- 
ers that they so nage their feet on the 
ground and their heads out of the 
skies because “‘we.have done big things 
but should have done more.” 

“We need legislation. We need bet- 
ter and less grudging eae service 
for our business institutions,” he said. 
“We need a fairer balance with other 
industries in control of marketing.” 

The one way fo this, hé said, was 
to figure the weakness of the forces 
‘with which the union must deal and 
know the elements of its own strength.

“They were out of repair.” 

Scott described how members of the 
crew tried to bail out the water that 
had come in through the half-door. 

“At 2:30 a. m. Monday I woke 
up,” he said. “I went to the saloon 
and tried to get some coffee, but 
couldn’t. The steam was off in the 
pantry. I law down in the saloon 
until 4:30 when the pantry steward 
ordered me to go down below and 
help bail. This was down by the half 
door. The water was then up to the 
port in the upper half of the door. 


Human Chain of Bailers. 


“The storekeeper was in charge, and 
there were 30 or 40 of ws bailing. 
We formed a chain of men up the 
stairs and onto the deck and passed 
the buckets up, from man to man. We 
went on bailing until about 8 o'clock.’ 

Scott and O'Connor described the 
difficulties encountered in lowerinz 
the lifeboats over the port side—the 
side of the ship that was 5 out of 
the water. It was to these lifeboats, 
which the crew started to lower first, 
that the women’and children were as- 
signed. Scott and O’Connor said it 
took two hours to get them down, and 
Scott said that one of them never got 
away from the ship at all. 

Scott, O'Connor and Ford, the chief 
fireman, who followed them to the 
stand, testified that on previous trips 
there had been lifeboat drills on the 
Vestris—"‘on the second day out.” 
There was no lifeboat drill on the last 
trip. The ship sank before it had 
been out a full two days. 

After Seott and O'Connor had tes- 
tified that hatches near the leaking 
half-door were never covered until 
Monday morning, when canvas was 
stretched over them, Ford said that 
when he went on duty Sunday morn- 
ing water was three feet deep in the 
ship’s stoke hold. 

Four Men For One. 

“Water was running into the stoke 
hold from the ash hopper,” he said. 
“The cover to the ash hopper was un- 
fastened. I tried to tighten it, but 
the screws were rusty—no good, 
always came in there in 
weather.” 

“This had. been going on for the' 
two years you had been on the Ves- 
tris?” Tuttle asked him. 

Oh, yes.’ 

“Had” you ever reported it? ?: 

“Everybody knew about it.”

It is not unreasonable to sup- 
pose that thousands of young gentle- 
men who were never in any danger 
of being selected for army service 
seek and obtain licenses to operate 
motor vehicles, their own or ‘an em- 
plover’s vehicles.

Dangerous Inflation.
